URGES ENGLISH TO 


STUDY OUR HISTORY 


London.—An appeal 
for 
deeper 


and more systematic study in Eng- 
land of American history and Insti- 
tutions has been made by Dr. George 
Peabodv Gooch. a prominent politi- 
cal author, before the Society of Ex- 
periment and Research in Education 
at the University college here.

C. E. Chambers, who was mechanical assistant to one of the regional 
xtors of railroads under government control, testified the other day, that 
^abolition of piecework in the railroad shops in 1919, was one of the 


things that ever happened to the railroad industry. The federal 


officials removed one of the best incentives to work, he said. 


A good many people oppose the piece work system in industry, on the 


».-und that it speeds up labor too fast, and forces a man to work at such 
A rapid rate as to exhaust his physical ability at a premature age. Yet it 
is a method of determining wages that enables a bright and competent 
•worker to get high pay, and at the same time reduce the cost of his labor 
to the consumer. 


In Germany and Russia recent reports have told how socialist author!- 


'ties had reached the conclusion that the piece work system, which had 
Jjeen mostly abolished, would have to be introduced agam in certain indus- 
tries. They call it "payment by results." and it is an effective way of ex- 
pressing it. In an ideal system of compensation, every man should get 
pay according to what he accomplishes. 


Many kinds of work contain so much fussy detail, that they could 


never he handled on a piece work system. 
But where a job consits of 


some regular operation that has to be done over and over again, it is an 
ideal method of determine wages, if a fair payment per piece is determined 
upon. 


The worker should not be crowded by forcing him to accept a price that 


requires him to labor on his nerve and -with a feeling of strain in order to 
make fair pay. There is nothing gained by wearing a, man out and cast- 
ing him on the scrap heap. Human life is both too \aluable and too 
sacred for that. 


On the other hand, some men will do two or three times as much as 


others. To pay all alike is preposterous, and their earnings should depend 
so far as possible on results accomplished.

! work is less restrained, but ballet 
| devotees hold that it is apt to be less , 


• artistic, since the dancer's emotions 


I and ecstacy may not always lead her 
to take the most pleasing poses. 


Rust-ia broadened the horizon of 


the ballet. But now it almost poems 
as if Russia, as a country, is begin- 
ning to peter out in its advance offer- 
ing?, due partly at least to unsettled i 
Russian affairs.

Russian dancers are scattered. We 
are toM that Mordkin is cnnducting 
a ballet in Moscow under the protpc- j 
tion of the government there, but 
very little is heard of his work.

"America now has a chance to be 


the center of the stage, so far as 
ballPt is concerned," Mr. Tchernikoff 
explains.

"Whether America can add some- 
thing to the ballet, as Russia did, 
remains to be seen.

"There are American institutions, 


too. that offer dance material. Few 
people would think of a newspaper 
cartoon as the germ of a ballet, yet 
Adolph Holm is doing a bullet with 
specially written music, bused on a 
newspaper comic sheet 
character 


called Kruzy Kat." 
But whether America adds any of 


its personality to the ballet or not. 
most of the important ballet work of 
the near future will be done here, 
Mr. Tchernikoff believes. Ballet is 
featured in operas, spectacular stage 
productions, vaudeville programs and 
recitals. 
Ballet is popular, and yet, strange- 
ly enough, people'know very little 
of its history 
or technique. Mr. 


Tchernikoff tells of a series of re- 
citals given by himself and several 
other dancers which were accom- 
panied by lectures on the history of 
ballet and demonstrations of the ex- 
ercises and positions on which bal- 
let dances are built. To most of the | 
audience these exercises were the j 
novelty of the program. 
There is a great deal of misunder- 


standing in this country regarding 
the ballet, Mr. Tchernikoff finds. 
"For 
instance." he says, 
"there 


is a popular belief that a dancer 
must begin studying as a small child 
and spend years doing nothing but 
exercises. 
This idea 
discourages 


many aspirants to ballet who feel 
that they'cannot enter the work be- 
cause they missed this early train- 
ing. Favlowa did not begin to study 
dancing until the was about 11 years 
old. 
and even then she studied a 


number of other subjects at the 
school which she attended. 
"Vears of work do not necessarily 


make a great dancer. Many a bal- 
lerina has worked as hard and as 
long as Pavlowa witdout achieving 
prominence because she lacked the 
rare combination of a strong consti- 
tution, a body suited in build for bal- 
let work, personality, finished tech- 
nique, and 
a gift 
for pantomime. 
Lacking any one of these quaJities 
a. dancer may just miss being a star. 
Yet the idea persists that the main 
requisite for a successful career as 
a dancer is to start training as a 
child of three. 
"Another misconception regarding 


ballet is that a dancer must be a 
monstrosity of muscle. 
We know 


now that 'there is such a thing as 
over trainina. 
The French 
ballet 


dancers used to give unnecessary at- 
tsntion to exercises that over de- 
veloped certain muscles. The bend 
of the knot.-- called a plie' would be 
practised by a ballet dancer four 
times in each of the five positions 
of the feet, alternating the right and 
left foot, or 40 times in all. 
This 


would develop the knee muscles so 
that thev were not beautiful, nifd yet 
there vat- no particular benefit de- 
rived fiom practising this simple 
bend of the knee so strenuously. 


"Both the muscular back, arm and 


leg, 
and the normal appearing body 


are seen on the stage today. The 
dancer of great muscle may be a 
nood technician, but not necessarily 
so."Such fallacies about the ballet have 
become deeply rooted, Mr. Tcherni- 
koff says, because so little has been 
seen of the art in th'N country. Un- 
til recently, ballet in 
the 
United 
States \\as a familiar spectacle main- 
ly in Xew York and Chicago, where 
the big opera companies maintain 
their corps of dancers. Other cities 
snw exhibitions only somi-occa=icm- 
ally. 
But now, with the develop- 


ment of community opera and with 
ballet schools spring 
up over the 
country v,e have the prospect of bal- 
let as a popular American art.

Baked Rhubarb Pudding 


Two cups stewed and aweetened) 
hubarb, 
1 cup bread crumbs, 2 


ablespoons butter, 1 egg. 
Add butter and well beaten egg 
0 rhubarb. Mix well. Put a layer of 
bread crumbs in a well buttered bak- 
ng dish. Add rhubarb. Cover with 
emaining crumbs, dot with bits of 
butter and bake 45 minutes in a mod- 
irate oven. 
Cover the dish with butter paper 
'or the first 20 minutes of baking 
.o prevent the top from becoming 
,00 brown. 
Rhubarb Marshmallow Pudding 
Two cups diced rhubarb, 1 cup 


chopped dates. 1 cup bread crumbs, 
1 tablespoon butter, 1-2 cup sugar, 
marshmallows. 
Put rhubarb in colander and pour 


boiling water through it. Drain and 
add dates. Put in stew pan with 
just enough water to prevent burn- 
ing. 
Cook 10 minutes and remove 


from the fire. Add sugar, 
bread 


crumbs and butter. 
If the rhubarb is too 
dry 
add 


enough water to absorb the crumbs. 
Turn into a buttered pudding dish. 
Cover 
with 
marshmallows cut in 
quarters. Bake in a slow oven until 
the marshmallows begin 
to 
melt. 


Then increase the heat and brown 
quickly. Serve warm. 


Rhubarb Meringue Pie 


Two and one-half cups finely cut 


rhubarb, 2 eggs, 1 cup sugar, 1 tea- 
spoon butter, 1 tablespoon flour, 3 
tablespoons water. 1-8 teaspoon salt. 
Pour boiling water over rhubarb 


and let stand five minutes. Drain. 
Mix and sift flour and sugar and 
stir into rhubarb. 
Beat 
yolks of 
eggs till thick and lemon colored 
with water. Beat in salt. Add but- 
ter. 
Turn into a pie dish lined with 


unbaked pie crust and 
bake in a 


moderate oven. 
When the crust "is baked and the 
rhubarb tender remove from oven 
and cover with meringue made with 
the -whites of the eggs beaten till 
stiff and dry with four tablespoons 
of sugar. Brown in a hot oven. 


Rhubarb Tapioca 


One-half cup pearl tapioca, 2 cups 


diced rhubarb, 1 cup sugar, 1-2 tea- 
spoon salt. 
_ 
Soak tapioca 
over night m cold 
water to cover. Drain. Put in dou- 
ble boiler with one cup boiling water 
and salt. 
Cook until water is ab- 


sorbed. Peel rhubarb and cut in 
small dice. Add to tapioca with the 
sugar. 
Mix well and turn into a 


buttered baking dish. 
Bake until tapioca is clear. The 


juice from the rhubarb should be 
absorbed by the tapioca.
